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REMARKS 



On June 29, 2006, Examiner Terry K. Cecil and attorney William H. Dietrich, Reg. 
No. 48359, participated in a telephonic Interview. No exhibits were shown and no 
demonstrations was conducted. 

During the Interview, claims 1-22 were discussed in light of the rejection of those 
claims under 35 U.S.C. §112. In particular, the Applicant respectfully pointed out that the 
Examiner had apparently inadvertently misinterpreted the filter heat exit port as the outlet 
port. As a result of the misinterpretation, the Examiner agreed to reconsider an after-final 
amendment filed by the Applicant. The Examiner further agreed to withdraw the finality of 
the previous Office Action and issue a new non-final action in light of the discussions during 
the Interview. No agreement was reached as to the patentability of claims 1-22.
